Sy ch actio n wo u ld 
shelv e the su bject fo r this ses­ 
sio n. 
Befo re co nsidering the reco m­ 
m ittal pro po sal, the senate had 
to v o te o n an amendment by 
Senato r By rd (D-Va) to prev ent 
abo litio n o f the co mptro ller gen­ 
eral’s o ffice. The bill wo u ld su b­ 
stitu te an au dito r general. 
Oppo nents hav e declared that 
pro v isio n is o ne o f the mo st far­ 
reaching in the measu re, which 
wo u ld giv e the presider^ ex ten­ 
siv e po wers to rearrange federal 
bu reau s. 
The senate refu sed y esterday 
to ex empt 16 go v ernment agen­ 
cies fro m bill’s o peratio n.

The billio n-do llar nav al ex ­ 
pansio n bill will be the nex t 
majo r item o n the senate sched­ 
u le. Chairman Walsh (D-Mass) 
predicted the nav al co mmittee 
wo u ld appro v e the measu re in 
v irtu ally the fo rm in which it 
passed the ho u se.

Chairman Harriso n (D-Miss)

the tax rev isio n bill. 
“This do es no t take into ac­ 
co u nt any impro v ement in bu s­ 
iness,” he said. “If bu siness im­ 
pro v es, then o u r plan wo u ld 
bring mo re rev enu e to the go v ­ 
ernment.” 
Treasu ry estimates, Harriso n 
added, sho wed the co mmittee’s 
v ersio n o f the capital gains lev y 
wo u ld raise clo se to $42,000,000— 
the amo u nt anticipated fro m the 
ho u se pro v isio n. 
The co mmittee’s actio n in re­ 
writing tho se co ntro v ersial lev ies 
presaged a fight o v er the tax bill 
when it reaches the senate flo o r, 
pro bably early nex t week.

Blows to th e h ead cau se small h emorrh ages 
of th e brain and continu ed concu ssions finally 
resu lt in th e dev elopment of th at condition of 
mind and nerv es ch aracterized in th e box ing 
game as “pu nch dru nkenness.” 
Dr. Hall is not alone in h is v iew of th e ph y s­ 
ical dangers of box ing. Writing in th e American 
Jou rnal of Medical Science, Dr. Edward J. Carroll 
said: “It Is probable th at no h ead blow is taken 
with impu nity , and th at any knockou t, from 
wh atev er cau se, resu lts in irreparable damage. 
It is important th at ath letes entering into com­ 
petitions in wh ich h ead inju ries are frequ ent and 
knockou ts are common sh ou ld realize th at th ey 
are ex posing th emselv es not only to immediate 
inju ry , bu t also to remote and more sinister 
effects.” 
Th ese opinions of responsible medical au th or­ 
ity sh ou ld be pondered seriou sly by college and 
u niv ersity au th orities wh o are ch arged with safe­ 
gu arding th e well-being of boy s and y ou ng men. 
Th ey raise seriou s dou bts as to th e wisdom of 
encou raging or ev en allowing intercollegiate box ­ 
ing, wh ich apparently is attended by so many 
seriou s dangers.

Wash ington receiv ed from La 
Fay ette a Masonic apron wh ich 
h as been th e object of th e keen­ 
est interest of Masons. 


Not u nlike many anoth er Lib­ 
eral, La Fay ette h elped get th e 
French Rev olu tion u nder way 
and th en langu ish ed in prison. 
In 178 7 h e was a member of 
th e French Assembly of Notables 
and h is enth u siastic repu blican­ 
ism h ad ev en alarmed Jefferson. 
In 1790 h e was th e most popu ­ 
lar figu re in France. 
From 1792 to 1797 h e was in 
prison in Au stria, and th e com­ 
bined efforts of th e American 
Congress, 
George 
Wash ington 
and Gou v erneu r Morris were 
mostly wasted in efforts to effect 
h is release. 
Morris gav e h is family finan­ 
cial aid, and Congress v oted h im 
a large grant for h is serv ices to 
th e American gov ernment. 
He was allowed to retu rn to 
France in 1799.
